Montkkky, Mex., Oct. 6.— Later informa- 
tion from Salinos City, the scene of Thurs- 
day's bloody outrage, confirms the first re- 
port that the attack was organized anil led 
by the notorious bandit, El Cayote, (The 
Wolf.) Monday night El Cayote made his 
escape from jail at Nueva Laredo, on the 
Rio Grande. It is believed he bribed his 
jailers to allow him to escape, and imme- 
diately tied to the mountains and set about 
gathering his old band of outlaws together. 
El Cayoto had solemnly sworn to take the 
life of Alicalde Santos for the part the latter 
took in causing his arrest for the U-.M-imente 
train robbery, In which Pablo Ouinta, the 
Mayor of Nueva Laredo, was also implicated, 
and afterward impeached aud removed from 
office. 

At Ramc >s, some twenty miles from Salinos, 
El Cayoto marshaled his band of nighty HMO, 
from which point they straggled into Sa- 
linos. 

About 4 o'clock Thursday afternoon, when 
the Alcalde mid other municipal officers hud 
returned trottl their daily siesta, a small band 
of idle men was noticed about the plaza, in 
the neighborhood of the Prefecture. The aji-

Toward midnight, after in- 
dulging in a disgraceful orgie, El Cayote ai.d 
his band, numbering at least eighty w.-ll 
armed men, took their dead and started west- 
ward in the direction of Abazlo. Sanguinary 
and sudden attacks are expected to oc-ur 
within a day or two at several points. The 
federal authorities are about to tend troops.

New Ori.kans, Oct. 8.— The followinr l v ffli 
conies from Meadville, Franklin County, 
Mississippi, where the jail was cleared out by 
lynchers lust week: 

The white man, Brown Sullivan, who was 
tried at Meadville, on a change of venue 
from Jefferson, for the murder of Freeman, 
last year, was yesterday acquitted. This 
was one of she most atrocious murders ever 
committed in Mississippi, the strongest evi- 
dence going to suow that Freeman was way- 
laid by Brown Sullivan and his father, Dan 
Sullivan, and shot down in a country road. 
Brown Sullivan was the first man called for 
by the mob, which lynched the four negroes 
in Meadville on the night of September SO, 
and the fact that the Sheriff of Jefferson 
County was twenty-four hours late in turning 
him over to the Franklin jailor, was all that 
then saved his neck. Great indignation was 
expressed at the turning loose of this man 
and the result of the trial shows that the want 
of confidence in the courts is well founded. 

On Monday night, in Adams County, Mis- 
sissippi, but near the line of Franklin, where 
the wholesale lynching of four negroes took 
place last week, e mixed mob of whites and 
blacks executed popular justice on William 
Smith, a negro, who had assaulted and left 
for dead from the effects of his violent treat- 
ment an old colored woman.
